early December to attend the 
peace conference. This was fore- 


cast today by a leading Democratic 
Senator, who, though declining to 
permit himself to be quoted, ex- 
pressed the view that the President’s 
trip abroad would be a “grave mis- 
take.” Not a few Democrats hold 
this view, but prefer to keep their 
opinions to themselves. The Presi- 
dent's decision is applauded by all 
the members of his party who have 
spoken for publication, while the Re- 
publicans are either silent or criti- 
| cal. 

Generally speaking, congressional 
_opinion is pertty evenly divided on 
the wisdom of the President’s course, 
| with Republicans on one side and 
' Democrats on the other. The crit- 
ics maintain that 
“unbounded personal ambition,” 
quote Senator Watson of Indiana, 
has dictated his course, and that a 
true conception of his duty would 
| lead him to stay in this country, 
where a grave emergency may arise 
at any time. 

The President’s Powcrs. 

On the other side, men like Sen- 
ator Pittman of Nevada, who was 
one of the foremost in advising the 
President.to make thé trip, hold that 
it is highly desirable that the, Prési- 
dent attend the opening sessions of 
the conference and state the terms 
upon which America will insist. 

Discussion today centered chiefly 
around the interpretation of the 
word “inability’’ in that article of 
the Constitution which deals with 
cr President’s powers. Section 6 

article 2 states that, in case of 

e removal of the President, or his 
poaty resignation or inability to dis- 
charge the duties of the office, the 
same shall devolve upon 8 Vice 
President. 

Though some hold that, by fsoing 
out of the country, the President will 
make himself legally unable to per- 
form his duties, the general opinion 
is that “inability’’ means bodily or 
mental inability and that the Presi- 
dent would be qualified to transact 
business by cable or wireless. More- 
over, under the old Admiralty doc- 
trine, the President will be in Ameri- 
can territory as long as he is on 
board an American vessel. 

Little Difficulty Expected. 

One Senator suggested today that 
in case of an emergency requiring 
attention after his arrival in Europe, 
the President might even, in order 
to conform to the strict letter of the 
American unwritten law, return fo 
his ship and remain there lon 
\Nenough to give the necessary orders. 

Unlike at least some of the state 
constitutions, which provide’ that 
during the absence of the Governor 
from the state the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor shall act, the Federal Consti- 
tution makes no provision for the 
delegation of powers by the Presi- 
dent to the Vice President.

BURLESON ISSUES 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT 


He Also Explains that Cables 
Were Taken Over to Fa- 
cilitate Service Between 
Them and Land Lines. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Consol- 


idation of the services of the West- 
ern Union and Postal Telegraph Cos., 
under Government control, was an- 
nounced today by Postmaster-Gen- 
oral Burleson, effective Dec. 1, next. 
The following order was issued: 
“In order that the telegraph facil- 


ities may be used to the fullest ex- 
tent, and the transmission of mes- 
sages expedited, the telegraph sys- 
tems shall hereafter be operated as 
one, and, effective Dec. 1, 1918, all 
telegraph offices shall accept for 
transmission all classes of messages 
now accepted by any one of them at 
the prescribed tariff rates.” 

Postmaster-General Burleson an- 
nounced that, failing to reach an 
agreement, with the Postal Telegraph 
and Cable Co. ,4tinon tompensation to 
be patd for its dines during the period 
of Government control, he had made 
an award, which would be enforced, 
though the department would facil- 
itate a suit in the courts to determine 
final adjustment. 

The Postmaster-General asserted 
that the Postal company in sworn 
statements to the Wire Control Com- 
mission had represented its net oper- 
ating income in 1916 to be $4,157,- 
670, while the net income reported 
by its component corporations te 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion during the same period was but 
$332,343. This he added made it 
impossible for the department to ac- 
cept the company’s proposal. 

Marine Cable Control. 

An order making effective Govern- 
ment possession anf control of ma- 
rine cable systems of the United 
States, proclaimed by President Wil- 
son undér date of Nov. 2, was also 
issued today by Postmaster-General 
3urleson. It directs that, until fur- 
ther notice, cable companies shall 
continue operation through regular 
channels, and asks the co-operation 
of officers and employes of the com- 
panies, and of the public. 

Burleson Cable Order. 

The order in part follows: 

“Until further notice the marine 
cable companies shall continue op- 
eration in 
business through regular

In 1917, he states, 83 sub- 
marines were constructed, while 66 
were destroyed. In April, 1917, Ger- 
many had 126 submarines and in 
October 146. In February, 1918, she 
had+136 and in June of the same year 
113, according to Capt. Persius’ fig- 
ures.

ERZBERGER FORMING 
PEACE REPRESENTATION 


Maximilian Harden Proposed 
as One of the German 
Delegates to Coming 
Great Congress. 


AMSTERDAM, Tuesday, Nov. 19. 
The red flag is gradually disap- 
pearing from the streets of Berlin, 
as most other external indications of 
the revolution, according to a dis- 
patch received here from the Ger- 
man capital. Black, red and gold, 
which are the colors of the revolu- 
tion of 1848, and insignias of clas- 
sical German republicanism, have re- 
placed them in large measure. 

Guards wearing red brassards upon 


their arms are also less conspicuous 
than during the forepart of the week. 
The Reichstag building is no longer 
the headquarters of the Soldiers’ and 
Workmen’s Committees. These are 
now scattered over the city, occu- 
pying the former quarters of various 
governmental departments. 

A governing Cabinet of six So- 
cialist-Democrats has been estab- 
lished in the former Chancellor’s 
place next to the Foreign Office, 
where FriedricA&.

This was the impression 
gaired by Democratic Senators at a 
conference with the President last 
night. 

The part the Senate may play in 
connection with the peace conference 
was discussed today by the Foreign 
Relations Committee. No action 
was taken and, with the consent of 
its author, the committee also post- 
poned action on the resolution of 
Senator Lodge to indorse the Presi- 
dent’s principle for a free Polish 
state. 

On the question of connection of 
the Senate with peace negotiations 
some members suggested that it 
might be advisable for the Senate to 
be represented on the American 
delegation.

While the formal! announcement of 
the President’s decision to go to 
France said it was not likely “that it 
will be possible for him to remain 
throughout the sessions of the formal 
peace conference but his presence 
at the outset is necessary,” in the 
mind of Senators attending last 
night’s conference there is a belief 
today that Mr. Wilson will remain 
abroad indefinitely and qt least until 
the greater part of the work of the 
peace conference has been complet- 
ed.

HOW THE LAST OFTHE 
ENEMY LEFT BRUSSELS

Sad and Sullen Cavalcade of 
German Invaders Marched Out 
of City Sunday. 


By the Associated Press. 

GHENT, Belgium, Sunday, Nov. 
17.—The last stragglers of the Ger- 
man forces are passing out of Brus- 
sels this evening. It is a sad caval- 
cade of sullen, depressed men filing 
out along the road, heading for Lou- 
vain_and Liege. Brussels is calm. 
The population is refraining from 
any manifestation beyond disdain- 
fully shouting to the departing sol- 
diers: “To Berlin!” The soldiers 
do not respond, merely smiling sadly. 

The correspondent, who went to 
Brussels Friday, returned here to- 
night. In Brussels he received a 
great ovation from the inhabitants, 
which was somewhat embarrassing, 
as desultory rifle and machine gun 
fire was still going on. He was chal- 
lenged several times by members of 
the Soldiers’ and Workmen’s repre- 
sentatives for his passport. 

Reaching the outskirts of the city 
at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, the 
correspondent walked to the North 
Station, where the Soldiers’ Commit- 
tee was holding a meeting. Sudden- 
ly shots were heard in the direction 
of the Place Brouckers and _ the 
crowds immediately sought refuge 
indoors. 

Food Seems Sufficient; Coal Scarce. 

The correspondent donned civilian 
dress and toured the city unmolest- 
ed. Many houses were  beflagged, 
but the Mayor, M. Lemennier, © had 
ordered that no flags be raised until 
one was floating from the halyards 
of the city hall. There is sufficient 
food in Belgium for five weeks, ac- 
cording to Ferdinand Baetans of the 
American Commission for Relief in 
Belgium. He said, however, that 
there was need for rice and suggest- 
ed that supplies be unloaded at Ant- 
werp instead of at Rotterdam. Coal 
is very scarce, selling at 250 francs 
a ton. . Clothing is also lacking. 

While the: people Sunday remained 
calm, waiting ‘until the last German 
leaves, Belgian lancers are 10 miles 
down the Ghent road, watching for 
the signal to enter the city. It is 
probable that Brussels will be free 
of the enemy at dawn tomorrow.

FUTURE ISSURES OF WAR BONDS 
WILL BE FOR SHORTER TERMS 


Maturities Within. Three to Eight 
Years Indicated by Secre- 

tary McAdoo.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Gov- 
ernment war bond selling in the fu- 
ture will be along distinctly new 
lines. Bonds will have short maturi- 
ties, and Secretary McAdoo ex- 
plained today that by this is meant 
from three to seven or eight years. 
Issues will be smaller. than in the 
past. The 4% per cent interest rate 
borne by the last two issues of Lib- 
erty issues may be changed. 

The heavy oversubscription of the 
Fourth Liberty Loan will enable the 
Treasury to postpone the next issue 
longer than otherwise. It still is ex- 
pected by spring. 

Total subscriptions to the Fourth 
Liberty Loan were $6,989,047,000, 
the Treasury Department announced 
last night, after final tabulations had 
been completed. The oversubscrip- 
tion of $989,047,000 was 16.48 per 
cent. Every Federal reserve district 
exceeded its allotted quota.

By the Associated Press, 
WITH THE ARMY OF OCCUPA- 


TION, Tuesday, Nov. 19.—With the 
exception of a few laggard units the 
last of Germany’s armies disap- 
peared today behind their own 
frontier. From the villages located in 
the narrow strip of unoccupied terri- 
tory between the American and Ger- 
man forces came reports during the 
day that the stragglers last night and 
early this morning had engaged in 
looting. 

Appeals were received from the 
inhabitants that, the advancing 
Americans hasten to their relief. In- 
vestigation vroved, however, that the 
villagers were more excited than in- 
jured and that most of the damage 
being done by the little groups of 
Germans was to the Germans’ own 
store of food and clothing. 

Other appeals were found to have 
more foundation. Those from the 
Mayors of Halanzy and other neigh- 
boring towns reported the presence 
of wounded and sick in greater num- 
bers than the local physicians could 
attend and to those points medical 
officers and supplies were sent, after 
notification to the Germans of the 
Americans’ plan. When the Ger- 
mans evacuated thése towns they 
took with them not only the medical 
and nursing staffs, but also the hos- 
pital supplies, abandoning the sick 
and wounded to the mercies of the 
townspeople and the army of occupa- 
tion. 

Two Missing Aviators Found. 

Such was found to be the case in 
the hospital at Longwy, where was 
located the Thirty-second Division 
headquartérs. Six wounded Ameri- 
cans were found there, three of them 
officers. Two were aviators report- 
ed missing in October. They were 
flying low wheR attacked by six Fok- 
kers and forced to land within the 
¢nemy lines. 

The Germans had taken all their 
own men from the hospital; leaving 
only prisoners of War. The_stories 
of the American and other wounded 


agreed on the poor treatment. The 


'the population 


nurses and doctors, they declared, 
had been indifferent in their atten- 
tions and the food provided was no 
better than that serv@# in the prison 
camps. 

The care of the sick and wounded 
in this hospital was shared by a 
local committee, headed by Mme. 
Rothe, president of the Franco-RBel- 
gian relief, and including five French 
nurses and many women of the 
town. They undertook the more or- 
dinary tasks in the hospital routine. 
The local physicians of Longwy, as 
well as other places, offered their 
services. 

Repatriates Continue to Arrive. 

Repatriated soldiers and civilians 
continued to march back to the lines 
today. The Russians offered the 
greatest problem. There are thou- 
sands of them, many of whom have 
contracted Spanish influenza. They 
are being sent to ‘the hospitals in 
the back areas as quickly as possi- 
ble. ‘Reports brought by repatriated 
population and by agents of the 
army agree that the German com- 
mand is having difficulty in main- 
taining an orderly retreat. The main 
body of the German army is already 
beyond the city of Luxemburg,.where 
is preparing to re- 
ceive the Americans. 

The people have evén hung out a 
few American flags, notwithstanding 
the presence of German soldiers. 
Bands played in the square and de- 
tachments of troops are reported to 
have paraded the streets, singing be- 
fore they marched out. 

Materials Increase in Quantity. 
~ An inyentory shows that the guns, 
ammunition and general stores found 
by the Americans attained much 
greater proportions today than pre- 
viously. One dump of signal corps 
supplies is estimated to be valued at 


no less than $2,000,000. 

An enormous warehouse taken at 
Longwy was filled with general sup- 
plies, among which were several 
double engined airplanes in good con. 
dition. 

Near German Frontier on South. 

Well into Belgium and within a 
few hours’ march of the German 
frontier on the south, Major-General 
Joseph T. Dickman’s army gathered 
itself today for another jump into 
evacuated territory. 

The line was unchanged. In ac- 
cordance with plan, the march has 
been halted for a short time, while 
the heavier artillery, supply service 


and other elements can be Seenahe 
up. However, Dickman's héadq 
ters were moved on to Lengeita 4 
tonight and corps and division com- 
manders made similar advances. 


As the Germans withdraw the con- .

is increased, and not for a moment 
has vigilance been relaxed. All pos-

taken and the forces are so deployed 
that the peaceful march might eas- 
ily, in the presence of the enemy, 
be converted into a hostile opera- 
tion. 

No Indication of 

The second day of the advance 
served to confirm the belief at the 
American headquarters, however, 
that there was.no thought of treach- 
ery in the minds of the German Gen- 
eral Staff, and that the terms'‘of the 
armistice will be faithfully carried 
out. 

There have been a few isolated 
cases where surrendered materials 
have been damaged, but it is not 
thought such damage was wrought 
under orders of German command- 
ers. The surrender of damaged air- 
planes at the airdrome in Tellancourt 
is regarded as‘a case where individ- 
ual aviators determined to put their 
machines out of’ commission, rather 
than have them fall into the hands 
of an enemy, much as a.cavalryman 
would shoot a favorite horse to/save 
him from a like fate. 

Enormous stores of ammunition 
and many guns left at Longuyon 
were little impaired and the machine 
shops had not been damaged. The 
electrical machinery in the shops 
was fully wired and the tools were 
of the best. 

The railway yards at Montmedy 
and other places along the line that 
served the Germans as one of their 
main arteries of communication dur- 
ing their last stand against the allied 
advance were filled with locomotives 


and cars ready for use, while great 


quantities of general stores not men- 
tioned in the terms of the armistice 
had been abandoned to the allies. 

Undamaged Stores Abandoned. 

Undamaged stores left.behind on 
every road over which the Ameri- 
cans advanced bear evidence of the 
great retreat. 

However, it was not the litter of 
the battlefield that one saw, or even 
that of a disorderly retreat under 
fire. It was merely the evidence of 
the passing of'a tired, disheartened 
foe, who was going home.

Unending Stream of Repatriates. 


There, as in towns further back, 
was met the unending stream of re- 
patriated men. Prisoners of war, 
soldiers of almost every allied na- 
tion, tramped toward the advancing 
American line. Most of them were 
in fair physical condition, even if 
grotesquely clad. All are being sent 
to the rear for classification and 
transportation to ‘their own armies 
or to their homes. 

The Germans had one hospital in 
Virton. When they found it incon- 
venient to evacuate all the patients, 
some were left, the civilians agree- 
ing to care for them. The Mayor's 
proclamation calling upon the inhab- 
itants to care for the sick, feed the 
prisoners of war and returning civil- 
ians were posted prominently about 
the city alongside German orders 
regulating the sale of drinks, desig- 
nating certain restaurants for offi- 
cers and others for men. Beside. 
them appeared theater bills of con- | 
certs and vaudeville. The Germans. 
were not without amusement wher- | 
ever they stnyed and motion picture | 
shows and theaters are preparing to 
open tonight.

JAPANESE TRADE 
LUMMISSION IN 
UIT FOR TWO DAYS 


What Their Country Did to 
Help Allies Win War and 
What She Now Wants Is 
Outlined by Members. 


DENY ANY DESIGNS 
AGAINST AMERICA 


Country Desires U. S. Ingen- 
uity to Aid Her in Devel- 
opment of Asia, Says 
Spokesman. 


What Japan contributed to the 
victory of the Entente Allies and 
what she now ésks as her rewaréd for 
her steddfastness in the face of con- 
tinued efforts by Germany to bring 
about her deflection, were outlined 
today by the Honorary Japanese 
Commervial Mission of five members, 
which arrived in St. Louis at 7 a. 
m. to spend two days as the guests 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The mission is on a world tour, 
expecting to depart from New York 
in January for Europe, the first 
Japanese mission of its kind to visit 
that continent, and thénce will pro- 
ceed to South America. 

Members of the mission are R. 
Yamashina, vice president of the 
Tokio Chamber of Commerce, chair- 
man; S. Shiba, secretary of the Tokio 
Chamber of Commerce and of the 
mission, and 8S. Terada, H. Yashida 
and 8. Okuno. They represent 60 
Chambers of Commerce of Japan.

Shiba acted as spokesman. “No 
one in America knows the extent of 
Germany’s efforts throughbdut' the 
war to swing Japanese support,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“The fact that we remained steadfast 
should be proof of our desire for 
friendship with America. Certainly 
if Japan had any designs on America 
she would have taken this war as 
the most favorable moment to fur- 
ther those designs. 

“Japan, however, would not con- 
sent to become an ally of Germany 
and performed three valuable serv- 


Russia while Russia remained an 
ally. Second, she patrolled the Pa- 
cific. Third, she gave naval support 
in the Mediterranean, 

“As an ally of Germany, Japan 
could have obliterated the eastern 
front. Japan’s armies could have oc- 
cupied the whole of Russia’s atten- 
tion and left Germany. free to crush 
England and France. 


What She Wants Now. 


“One of the fruits of war for us 
is that we have been able to demon- 
strate our desire for the friendship 
of America. 

“We now want to enlist, as a re- 

ard of that proof of friendship, the 
ingehuity of American business and 
its ability to organize for the devel- 
opment of Asia, particularly China. 
Japan alone cannot do it. She does 
not want to doit. Asa result of the 
war, Japan can undertake that task 
without prejudice or suspicion. 

“We depend on America for ma-

chinery and inventive genius. Japan 
can supply the capital and labor. and 
contribute her knowledge of the Ori- 


ent gained through geographical | 


proximity. 

“This war has enabled fair-think- 
ing peoples to wipe away racial 
prejudices. Japan only wants the 
same consideration that is given your 
other foreign peoples.”’ 

The mission was met at Union Sta- 
tion by a committee from the Cham-

A. Troy, secretary of the Foreign 
Trade Bureau, and James E. Smith, 
honorary Japanese consul. They 
were breakfasted at Hotel Jefferson.

ROYALTY GOES 10 


PARLIAMENT FIRST 
TIME IN ENGLAND 


King, Queen and Prince of 


Wales Shatter Precedent 
of Centuries in Receiving 


Loyalty Message. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Novy. 20.—Another 


precedent went the way of other 
precedents yesterday when King 
George, accompanied by Queer 
Mary and the Prince of Wales, went 
to the palace at Westminster to re- 
ceive and rey:ly to the loyalty address 
passed by the House of Parliament 
Monday. Heretofore it had been the 
custom of the Parliament to go to 
the King on such occasions. The 


royal party drove to the palace at 
Westminster without escort and was 
loudly cheered along the route. 

The King, the Queen and the 
Prince of Wales went t:tmmediately to 
the gallery of the House of Lords 
where the commoners and the lords, 
the latter with the,\officials of the 
Iiouse in their robes of office, await- 
ing them. The King was in morning 
dress. The Lord Chancellor and the 
Speaker of the House of Commons 
presented the addresses. 

King George, after expressing his 
thanks in a speech, alluded to the 
part played by the whole empire in 
the “long and terrible struggle now 
being brought to a close.”’ 

He, in expressing his thanks to the 
House of Lords and the House of 
Commons, said he was glad to meet 
the Members of Parliament and the 
representatives of India and the do- 
minions beyond the seas “that we 
may render thanks to Almighty God 
for the promise of a peace, now near 
at hand, and that I may.express to 
you and through you to the people 
whom you represent the thoughts 
that rise in my mind at a time so 
solemn.”’ 

The King said he was grateful for 
the ‘spontaneous and _ enthusiastic 
expressions of loyalty and attention 
he had received from all parts of the 
British Isles, as well as from every 
quarter of the empire. He added 
that during the past four years of 
national stress and anxiety “my 
support has been faith in God and 
confidence in my people,”’ 


Speaks of Future. 


The King declared that in the fu- 
tyre he would strive to the utmost 
to discharge the responsibility laid 
upon’ him to uphold the honor of 
the empire and to promote the well- 
being of the people over whom I am 
called to reign.’’ 

“After a long struggle, longer and 
far more terrible than anyone could 
have foretold,’’ King George contin- 
ued, “the soil of Great Britain re- 
mains inviolate, Our navy has every- 
where held the seas, and wherever 


,the enemy could be brought to bat- 


tle it has renewed the glories of 
Drake and Nelson. The incessant 
work it has accomplished in over- 


coming the hidden menace of the 


enemy’s submarines and in guarding 
the ships that have brought food and 
munitions to our shores has been 
less conspicuous but equally essen- 
tial to success. 

“Without that work Britain might 
have starved and those valiant sol- 
diers of America who have so much 
contributed to our victory could not 
have found their way hither. : The 
fleet has enabled us to win the war. 
In fact, without the fleet, the strug- 
gle could not have been maintained, 
for upon the command of the sea the 
very existence and maintenance of 
our land forces have from the first 
depended. 

‘That we should have to wage this 
war on land had scarcely entered 
our thoughts until the storm actually 
broke upon us. But Belgium and 
France were suddenly invaded, and 
the nation rose to the emergency. 
Within a year an army of more than 
ten times the strength of that which 
was ready for action in August, 1914. 
was raised by Voluntary enlistment, 
largely owing to the organizing 


genius and personal influence of Lord |

Memorial Should Be Useful. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


) 


Your editorial on a ‘‘Useful Memorial’ 
prompts me to give expression to a view 
that I have long entertained. As yo. 
suggest, monuments have become a more 


or less commonplace means of commem- 
oration. So boundless have been the 
sacrifices, hardships, valor and heroism, 
both at home and on the battlefield, in 
the present war that no single monument 
could be adequately expressive; further- 
more, the spirit of the present war has 
been different from that of any other. 
Service and sacrifice have been its key- 
note. Should not then a public memo- 
rial quite naturally assume the form of 
a serviceable institution such as a pub- 
lic building? In the constant use of a 
memorial building we would then have 
a much more constant reminder of what 
it was intended to commemorate than 
any mere monument or statue. 

In advocating the erection of memo- 
rial buildings, a current magazine edi- 
torially states quite happily that ‘‘to help 
the living while commemorating the 
dead” is a more fitting tribute to the sol- 
diers of democracy than monuments or 
etatues, ; 

The use or the form of such a build- 
ing may well be an open question. It 
should, however, be an institution which 
renders a large public service. In this 
connection there immediately comes to 
mind the item contained in the proposed 
1917 bond issue for a municipal audito- 
rium and convention. Certainly no striug- 
ture would offer a wider range of serv- 
ice than such a building. In point of 
design it could well be made monument- 
al. A room or rooms could be devoted 
to records, relics and mementos of the 
war, while in the corridors or about the 


building, fitting recognition could. be 
made of those who have rendered dis- 
tinguished service. 

The site of such a building would de- 
pend upon its character. If it should 
assume the form of a municipal audi- 
torium and convention hall, it should be 
easy of access to the transportation fa- 
cilities. Here would be an opportunity 
for St. Louis to atart an admirable pub- 
lic building group plan such as is béing 
earried out in Cleveland, New York, 
Baltimote, Philadelphia, Denver and 
many other American cities. Cleve- 
land’s new municipal auditorium and 
or ag oe hall will be probably’ the 

ri beautiful structure in its famous 

¢ Center Group. In the city hall 
aaa Municipal Courts Building, St. Louis 
has the nucleus of a good public build- 
ing group plan. 

The name of such a building might be 
“TAberty Hall’ or “Memorial Hall.”” The 
mé@thod of raising the money for such 4 
building would depend upon the extent 
of the facilities to be provided. In 1917 
Mayor Kiel appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate the question of erecting a mu- 
nicipal auditorium and convention hall. 
This committee reported that such 1 
building designed to meet all the various 
uses to which it could well be put, such 
as public mass meetings, convention pur- 
poses, industrial, commercial and auto- 
mobile shows, grand opera, athletic 
méets and exhibitions, municipal recrea- 
tion purposes, community singing, ban- 
auets and other political, patriotic or re- 
ligious gatherings, would contain numer- 
ous large and small halls of seating ca- 
pacity varying from 300 to 12,000, com- 
mittee rooms, retiring rooms, check 
rooma, basement for storage and exhi- 
bition purposes. Its cost would be in the 
reighborhood of $1,500,000 to $2,000,- 
000 exclusive of land. Perhaps the cost 
of the building could be raised by pub- 
lic subscription or a portion of it and the 
city provide the site. It is estimated 
that such a building properly designed 
would be self-sustaining and consequent- 
ly might be financed through the issu- 
ance of bonds to be sold only to St, Louis 
people, and which bonds could be retired 
within 10 or 15 years. 

Whatever form any memorial may 
take, it would seem that the useful 
building would be much more to be de- 
sired than any monument or statue for 
the various reasons here atated.

CHANGE THE PEACE PARADE DAY. 

We believe it would be wise to change the date of the 
peace parade from Saturday, Nov. 30, to the afternoon 
of the 28th—Thanksgiving Day. 

There are several reasons for the change. Two holi- 
days, one on Thursday and one on Saturday of the same 
veek, will practically interrupt business for three days. 
Business is just being relieved of hard war conditions 
and has suffered heavily from the influenza ban. To 
force another three days of inaction on commercial and 
manufacturing establishments would be a rather grievous 
hardship. 

More than this, Thanksgiving Day is a legal holiday, 
og which all business and banking concerns are closed, 
whereas Saturday as parade day would be only a munici- 
pal holiday by Mayor’s proclamation. Observance of 
it would be voluntary on the part of business concerns. 
The banks could not be closed until noon. The parade 
would be destructive to business, but unless all business 
concerns observed the holiday the merely 
character of it might injure thé parade. 

The peace parade on the 30th would interfere with 
hospital tag day and to postpone it a week might throw 
it into extreme winter weather, which would be fatal to 
its success.

By combining Thanksgiving Day and peace day with 
Thanksgiving services in the morning and the parade in 
the afternoon, all St. Louisans would be enabled to par- 
ticipate in the peace demonstration, with no interrup- 
tion of business, or the usual occupations of the people. 

Mayor Kiel and the Citizens’ Committee appointed to 
arrange for the parade should give serious consideration 
to the advantages of the change of time we suggest. We 


believe they will conclude that the combination of the 
two holidays on Thanksgiving Day would be best for the 
people and the peace parade.

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A NEW CHILD-LABOR LAW. 

The ink on the Supreme Court decision holding invalid 
the Federal law against child labor had been dry but 
a few hours before grasping employers were conscripting 
into the industrial army the small workers of the nation, 
the future Americans. No data showing the extent of 
the new recruiting in the entire country are published, 
but these figures arrest attention and inspire indigna- 
tion: 

Number of Maryland and Virginia children between 
the ages of 7 and 14 who have been forced already 
into workshops and factories, 1094. 

A new bill to accomplish by different means the prohi- 


bition of the old law pronounced inoperative has been|__ 


prepared. It utilizes the taxing power to suppress the 
evil. On the net profits from all products into which the 
labor of children enters, a tax of 10 per cent is imposed. 
The power of Congress to single out specific subjects for 
discriminatory taxation, even a discriminatory taxation 
amounting to destruction, has been repeatedly exer 
cised. Ostensibly for purposes of revenue, but actually 
with other objects in view, oleomargarine and mixed 


flour are now taxed. The law imposin prohibitory taxes 
on state banks of issue affords an) almost complete 
parallel to the proposed law taxing the output of child 
labor. 

But with the problem of framing a valid child-labor 
law satisfactorily solved, can we be sure that the rate 
of taxation suggested really will prove prohibitory ‘ ? Ten 
per cent on the net is better than 10 per cent on the 
gross, but still leaves 80 per cent of profits that run toa 
high figure. A tax of 25 or even of 50 or 75 per cent | 
would have greater promise in keeping young children | 
in the homes and the schools.

practical operation is as great in its 
way as that of carrying on the war. 
The terms are to be imposed by the 


allies, as victors, on the basis of the 
14 points of the President's message 
of Jan. 8, as amended by him and 
by the allies since. These are not 
definite terms. They are objects to 
be achieved and rules for guidance 
in reaching conclusions, 
have limitations. Take, for instance, 
the question of Alsace-Lorraine. The 
point as to it has been said to be in- 
definite. The construction that the 
allies put upon it is the definite res- 
toration of Alsace-Lorraine to 
France. Germany will not be al- 
lowed to suggest any other inter- 
-pretation. 

Consider some of the difficulties 
of the peace congress. Take Rus- 
sia—a large part of great Russia is 
under the Soviets and the Bolshe- 
viki, who have been massacring in- 
noecent persons by the thousand. The 
situation would have been much 
more satisfactory had we sent a 
larger force to Siberia and to Arch- 
angel to enable the decent elements 
in the country to organize. 
lies may have to police Russia, stop 
the bloody butchery of anarchistic 
elements and give the good people 
of that country an opportunity to 
establish a Government on a repre- 
sentative basis. The ascertaining of 
racial lines and divisions in the num- 
erous countries where Governments 
are to be set up will be puzzling. 
The question of the unit in which the 
majority is to determine the form of 
Government is one that the Congress 
of Nations will itself have to detef- 
mine, probably against the protest 
of some separatist element seeking 
a smaller unit or a different divi- 
sion. 

Task of League of Nations. 

The fourteenth point of the Presi- 
dent is that “a general association 
of nations must be formed under spe- 
cific covenants for the purpose of af- 
fording mutual guarantees of puliti- 
cal independence and territorial in- 
tegrity to great and small states 
alike.” This is sufficiently general to 
include a league of wide scope and 
useful powers, but it cannot be said 
to be definite. It leaves really to 
the Congress of Nations to create 
and formulate the constitution of a 
league which may practically ac- 
complish much. A general treaty, 
with the detailed and varied definite 
provisions to carry out the purposes 
declared in the 14 points, as modified 
and amended cannot be enforced un- 
less the league of nations, which has 
now been practically in operation,

the Duty of Cheerfulness 


_ Tt Has Shown Them It I: a Cowardly Thing to Add 


One’s Personal Woes to the Great Sorrow 
of the World, Says Woman Writer.

HP war has taught women no greater lesson that this—that cheer- 
fulness is a duty—a debt of honor that we owe to our fellow crea- 


tures. 


Women have been adjured to send their sons away with a smile, 
and they have done so, although their hearts were breaking They have 
been told to write only bright, hopeful letters to their men at the front, 
and they have put the soft pedal on the sob stuff. — 

They have been entreated not to wear black for the heroes who 
have perished for their country, in order that they may not depress 
) other mothers whose sons are on the firing line, and for the most part

patriotism, and it is only now and then you meet a woman who weeps 
and whines over the sacrifice she has been called upon to make. 


This is a marvelous change to have rl 


been wrought in the feminine out- 


look on life, for women are not by 
nature a cheerful lot. On the con- 
trary they are as given to fears and 
forebodings as the sparks are to fly 
upwards, and they have an inherent 
talent for borrowing trouble. 

Why women should be more mel- 
ancholy than men nobody knows. 
Probably they have no more suffer- 
ing, anxiety and griefs to bear than 
men, but somehow they manage to 
extract more anguish out of them, 
doubtless because they enjoy being 
martyrized. At any rate, it is ob- 
servable that women make a cult of 
tears. 


Men laugh while women merely 
smile. You hardly ever hear a 
woman give a big hearty laugh that 
shows she really is tickled. When 
men go to the theater they pick out 
a jolly comedy or a rip-roaring farce. 
A woman’s idea of a perfectly de- 
lightful play is a three-handkerchief 
tragedy where she can sit up for two 
hours and sob in sympathy with the 
heroine, and go home with her heart 
bowed down with the woe of one of 
the insoluble problems of life. 

When men have one they love torn 
from them by death they try to for- 
get it by diverting their minds in 
every possible way from the thought 
of their loss. They go out and hunt 
light and bright things and cheerful 
people, but women sit in darkened 
rooms and nurse their sorrows, and 
haunt the cemeteries where their 
hearts are buried. Men seldom 
epeak of their sorrows. A woman 
with a sorrow seldom speaks of any- 
thing else. 


OMEN have not only been the 
champion grievers of the 
world, but they have taken a 
pride in being melancholy. A wom- 
an who has had any sort of a disap- 


pointment, or any kind of trouble, 
takes pride in “never getting over 
it.” A broken heart that one could 
exhibit to her friends is treasured as 
if it were a Mayflower clock, and a 
real free weeper takes as much self- 
satisfaction in the possession of her 
tear ducts as she wowid in having a 
Galli Curci voice. 

Nor is this all. Women generally 
have regarded a cheerful woman 
with suspicion. She didn’t seem just 
“nice” to them. At any rate they 
were sure she was light-minded and 
didn’t take a properly serious view 
of life, and they felt that a woman 
who actually laughed out loud was 
no better than she should be. It is 
significant that the word “gay” is a 
term of opprobrium that blasts her 
moral character when applied to a 
woman. 


But among the many changes that 
the war has brought about is this 
altered point of view of women con- 
cerning cheerfulness. For the first- 
time in their lives they have per- 
ceived that cherfulness is the un- 
flinching courage that refuses to 
Surrender to misfortune and _ that 
faces the bursting bombs of fate with 
a smile. 


This is why, at a time when wom- 
en have more real griefs than they 
ever had before, you see fewer mel- 
ancholy faces, and when many of 
them have more to weep over than 
they ever had before they are shed- 
ding no tears. They are making a 
business of cheerfulness, because 
they have realized that each one of 
us helps make or break the morale 
of our country. 

The women who used to spend 
hours telling you about their poor 
health and all the details of the ma- 
jor operations they had undergone 
never mention such things now. They 
smile and say they are quite well 
when you ask them how they are.

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The women whose visits you 
dreaded because they would spend 
hours soaking you in their’ tears 
while they recounted to you the 
stories of their quarrels with their 
husbands, have ceased their lamen- 
tations now.

The 
big nroducers have @nough business 
on their books now to carry them. al- 
most up to the close of this year, and 
they are not worrying about the sit- 
uation after Jan. 1. 

A vefy smal] refinery in New Jer- 
sey, which has herétofore been af- 
fillated with German interests, has 
been intimating that copper could be 
purchased under 26 cents a pound.
